If ou r Jack Kennedy were Britain’s Har­ 
old Mcmillan, he wou ld be shaking u p his 
Cabinet in a move to restore roniidence 
Yet the British prime minister is still in a 
tou ch-and-go situ ation despite the shakeiip. 
.\fter getting rid of his most controversial 
associates and reshu ffling his government 
at the ju nior level, Mr. Macmillan 
was 
jeered in the Hou se of Commons by critics 
who thou ght he ¡diou ld have kicked himself 
ou t with the rest of the expandables. 
Parliamentary govemmesit is no 
m or e 
rhantable to an administration in trou ble 
than ou r own. which requ ires a government 
that can’t command confid« ice to .« ^rve ou t 
Its term. Whether Britain’s greater flexibil­ 
ity is an advantage is not ea« y to determine 
When Frenchmen were changing govern­ 
ments as often as they changed their shirts, 
parliamentary government was a travesty. 
The British are more cau timis. They now 
are u p against a hard qu estion: Who wwild 
it be if it weren’t Macmillan 
and 
the 
Conservatives? 


If the United States cou ld change govern­ 
ments by parliamentary maneu ver withou t 
waiting for a presidential election, 
who 
wou ld it be here? 
If the “ medicare” proposal, the agncu l- 
tiire bill, of the department of u rban af­ 
fairs proposal had been defeated in parli­ 
amentary votes of confidence, what wou ld 
be requ ired now to restore confidence in 
the United States? 
In Britain 16 high officials have left the 
govenu nent and more than a third of ju nior 
mini.sterial posts have changed hareJs. Bu t 
whether confidence can be re,siored even by 
this drastic shakeu p is dou btfu l. 
There is nothing seriou sly wrong 
w i t h 
British confidcncre now. other than the fact 
a chancellor of the exchequ er had been a.sk- 
ing British labor to go ea.sy on wage boo.sts. 
Yet. dissatisfaction over this was enou gh to 
set off a political explosion of major propor- 
tion.s. Even so. Prime Minister Macmillan 
doesn’t begin to have the problems plagu ing 
his you ng fnend in the “colonies.” 


No Price Tag On Frieiidslii| ) 


Seventeen years after the end of World War 
11, the United States is still pou nng billions 
into foreign aid. 
With the job of recoostnicting war-ravaged 
Eu rope long s i n c e completed and with the 
economy of continental nations equ aling or 
.su rpassing ou r own, American dollars are be­ 
ing shoveled into the battle to stem the tide 
of commu nism. 
Bu t on the very day that .Senate Hou .se con­ 
ferees reach agreement on a $4,672 bilhon 
foreign a.ssistance bill, the premier of Iran 
resigns in a financial crisis and blames the 
United States for slashing aid to Iran — 
“America’s only sincere friend in tfiis part 
of the world.” 
■And the irony of it all is that the confeeres 
have dropped tlie provision m the foreign aid 
hill which wou ld have barred U.S. assistance 
to the United Nations and Iron Cu rtain cou n­ 
tries.

It’s something you cannot bu y, as Uncle 
Sam will some day learn the hard way if 
ever we become so naive as to believe that 
beneficen<e.s we perform kxlay will be re­ 
membered with gratitu de tomorrow.

CKir fellow citizens have more worrisome

IS airrently ru nning or the Dow-Jones In­ 
dex from day to day, bu t they have plenty 
to worry abou t. 
Tliey are practical farmers who 
have 
been keejMng th« r eyes cocked at the sk>’ 
.so long their neck.s are twi.sted. waiting 
for rain that nev’er comes 
in 
su fficient 
amou nts to overcome a water deficit more 
seriou s to them than the ju .st annou nced 
$6.1 billion federal deficit for the fi.scal 
year that ended Ju ne 30. 
Everything in their domain is affected by 
the rainfall shortage. Oats are bght. Wheat 
wasn’t as heavy as it shou ld have been. Hav

is short. Corn will be sparse u nless it gets 
enou gh water to fill ou t the ears w+ien it 
tas.sels. Fru it ard berrv crops show the ef­ 
fect of the rainfall deficit. 
In dairy regions in New York and New 
Jersey there is blu nt talk of disaster. Else­ 
where there is talk of another of those 
grim jolts to the midriff that natu re rou ­ 
tinely gives to farmers. No matter how phil- 
osocphacal a man learn.s to be. he never 
gets so phUosophical he can watch his crops 
dry u p withou t w’ondenng why this had to 
happen to him. 
Don't tell a drou ght-stricken farmer how 
bad things are in Wall Street these days. 
Don’t bend his ear with reports of plans 
gone sou r in Wa.du ngton.

The jM-objem is partly discu .ssed m a rejssrt 
now befmr the Tru steeship Cou ncil. 
Manu s, largest of the Admiralty grou p 
abou t 200 miles northeast of New Gu inea, 
IS a gem in the Wu e Paafic ju st below the 
Equator with palm trees, balmy su nshine 
and beadles 
Some 18,000 people, Melaneiians, live on 
the island, a low fertility area limited in 
agncu ltu re yield, bu t high in fish, cocoanu ts 
and apparently in hopes, also. 
'Hie Manu s natives first tasted lu xu ries 
du ring the war when the American aru i 
Au straban forces occu pied the area in 1944- 
45 after rmiting ttog Japanese 


The Amencans pou red in a vanety' of 
su pplies and left them there when the troops 
departed. The administration of the island 
was later tu rned over to .Au stralia 
The deparhire of the .Americans distressed

Union Leader Airs Autoination 


As the leader of a u nion in 
one of the

fields, Joseph A. Bierne, presi­ 
dent 
of 
the Commu nication 
Workers of America, was asked 
by Victor Riesel to pu t down his 
thou ghts on au tomation’s effect 
on labor. His reply follows. 


Back in Ju ne, the secretary of 
labor, Arthu r Goldberg, annou nc­ 
ed the opening of a physical fit­ 
ness room in the Labor Depart­ 
ment headqu arters, 
where, 
he 
su ggested, any member of the 
staff cou ld work ou t his fru stra­ 
tions on the pu nching bag. 
.A good idea, so far as it goe.s. 
Bu t perhaps the Labor Depart­ 
ment shou ld go farther — and give 
thou ght to providing a pu nching 
bag for every u nion member. In 
ou r u nion, at least, we cou ld cer­ 
tainly pu t the pu nching bags to 
good u .se. 


THE ,300,000 members of th e 
Commu nications 
Workers 
of 
America, as they look ou t at the 
sweeping growth of au tomation in 
ou r cou ntry’s telephone indu stry, 
mu st often feel the need for taking 
a good sou nd whack* at the pu nch­ 
ing bag. 
Why? Becau se au tomation is 
both a friend and a foe. An inani­ 
mate. elu sive friend, who brings 
benefits to those who continu e to 
work. A ru thless foe of those who 
find their jobs disappearing in 
mid-career, or who find that their 
children have difficu lty finding 
familiar jobs in a great indu stry. 
Au tomation represents change, 
and the cht'» 'pe that has come 
over .America’s telephone indu stry 
is drastic and continu ou s. I/©t's 
look for a moment at some of 
these developments: 
In 1920, only 2 per cent of the 
Bell System’s telephones had been 
converted to dial. In 1960, 98 per 
cent of the Bell phones were con­ 
nected in one nationwide dial 
switching system, Indeed, you . the 
telephone consu mer, now dial one- 
third of all the long distance calls. 
In making these calls, you do the 
work ou r members formerly per­ 
formed. 


TODAY there are over 20 mil 
lion women in the work force. One 
rainy day statistician has figu red 
ou t that if the telephone system 
had not been converted to dial, all 
these women — you ng, old and 
middle — wou ld be seat« l at man­ 
u al switchboards trying vainly to 
handle the avalanche of you r local 
and long distance calls. Obviou sly, 
the dial has been a carrier of ef-

ficiency, even as it has eliminated 
jobs. 
Today, of cou rse, most tele­ 
phone calls are between people— 
bu t even that simple, accepted sit­ 
u ation IS changing. 
Within 
10 
years, a majority of telephone 
calls will be condu cted between 
electronic compu ters — and their 
langu age will be electrical im­ 
pu lses, rather than the sou nd of 
hu man voice. 
Indeed, the only hu man voice in 
those calls may be on a magnetic 
tape, telling the operator, “We’d 
like to make a compu ter-to-com- 
pu ter call.” 
In the not distant fu tu re, t h e 
telephfxie will be linking su bscrib­ 
ers to marvelou s information re­ 
trieval centers. Thu s the cou ntry 
doctor or the city physician will 
dial a regional electronic compu t­ 
er to get confirmation of a diag­ 
nosis of an ill child showing mys­ 
teriou s symptoms; or a lawyer 
will dial the compu ter to get cita­ 
tions of cases he may need in the 
preparation of a brief. 


A HIGH PROPGRTION of the 
people affected by these electronic 
developments are women tele­ 
phone operators. Bu t skilled craft 
people also see problems ahead. 
They well remember a red-letter 
day: Nov. 17, 1960 — the day the 
Bell System opened its first elec­ 
tronic central office at Morris, 
111. 
There’s nothing mu ch to see at 
Morris; ju st gray cabinets, filled 
with thou sands of electrical com­ 
ponents and blinking red lights in 
neon tu bes to show the system is 
working. 
This au tomatic telephone ex­ 
change, devoid of hu man opera­ 
tors. even u ses its spare time to 
check its own performance, cor­ 
rect errors or write memoranda 
on a teletype-writer abou t what is 
wrong in those situ ations which 
can’t be au tomatically corrected. 
This is no isolated experiment. 
An even more efficient electronic 
exchange is schedu led to open at 
Su ccasu nna, N. J., a small town 
20 miles mit of Newark, in 1965. 
Many others will follow, a n d 
many skilled workers will find 
their jobs gone and their lives dis- 
mpted 


INDEED, I have .seen you ng 
girls — on the job less than six 
months — assembling the most 
complex and difficu lt electronic 
components, at a pace that few if 
any older skilled workers cou ld 
maintain. How? Becau se the girls 
watch a special closed circu it tele-

vision screen at their workplace, 
and are instru cted, step by step, 
what to do. And their fingers race 
throu gh these jobs in time with 
the fast-moving leader on the tele­ 
vision screen. 
As one who has lived throu gh 
this electronic revolu tion, I keep 
wondering where this au tomation 
revolu tion is leading u s. Increas­ 
ingly ou r actions, ou r moves, ou r 
schooling, ou r jobs, ou r thou ghts 
are being recorded — from cradle 
to grave. 
Will we free Amencans lose ou r 
mobility and individu ality as the 
electronic compu ters and the au ­ 
tomatic machines broaden their 
realm? 
Will we lose the right to goof 
off, to go fishing, or to make a 
mistake as a you ng person and 
have it lost from memory? 
I hope that we can maintain 
these u nofficial freedoms 
t h a t 
have always been so mu ch a part 
of the American strength 


PERH.AP.S 
the.se are 
ionger- 
range, philosophic matters atou t 
which we .shou ld not day dream. 
The present-day realities offer u s 
plenty of food for hard thou ght. 
Au tomation is here, and here to 
.stay. We can no more tu rn ou r 
backs on 
au tomation 
progress 
than we can repeal the au tomo­ 
bile or the phonograph. 
What mu st certainly lie done is 
to maximize the beneñ ts to all the 
people, and minimize the hu rt to 
those who lose work and income. 
To meet that problem, a sense 
of realism — not the ou tworn slo- 
gan.s of a generation or two ago~ 
is needed by all of u s in labor, in 
bu siness and in government who 
are dedicated to improving t h e 
American way of life. 
And when the fru strations grow 
loo bu rdensome? Well, there's al­ 
ways the pu nching bag!

BUT WAS IT ju st a “handfu l” 
of Democrats? Twenty one of 64 
is a sizable opposition. Ten of 
the 21 Democrats are chairmen 
of major committees in the Sen­ 
ate. And what of the handfu l of 
five Repu blicans who saved Mr. 
Kennedy’s 
bill 
from 
a 
more 
sweeping defeat? 
Every one of the 100 senators 
was present to cast his ballot. 
The bill was defeated by a vote 
of 52 to 48 bu t were it not for 
the five Repu blican.s, the defeat 
wou ld have been by a vote of 
57 to 43, 
Will the President thi.s au tu mn 
charge the Repu blican party with 
responsibility for the defeat of hi.s 
medical care bill? 
The opposition to the measu re 
Consisted of 31 Repu blicans and 
21 Democrats. In the Democratic 
party it.self it means that one- 
third of the Democrats in the 
Senate voted against the Presi­ 
dent. This was enou gh to con­ 
vert a Democratic .strength of 64 
vote.s in the Senate to a vote of 
43 Democrats. 
Does the President mean to tell 
the cou ntry now that the 31 Re- 


pu blicans alone were responsible 
and hence their party shou ld be 
defeated this au tu mn? 
Does he mean to enter the 
Democratic 
primaries 
and 
at­ 
tempt to defeat those Democrats 
from the Sou th and West who 
voted against his bill and are u p 
for reelection this year? 
Conversely, wou ld the Presi­ 
dent su pport any one of the five 
Repu blicans who voted with him? 
Obviou sly not. 
So it is politically impossible 
to try to make a national issu e 
at the November congressional 
elections ou t of the medical care 
bill vote 


THE PRESIDENT seems ob­ 
sessed 
with 
the 
political 
ap­ 
proach, when a nonpartisan ef­ 
fort on a su bject like medical 
care wou ld seem to offer the 
better dhance of getting a con­ 
stru ctive bill passed. 
Mr. Kennedy is rated as a good 
politician largely becau se of his

Why? Because automation is 
both a friend and a foe. An inani­ 
mate. elusive friend, who brings 
benefits to those who continue to 
work. A ruthless foe of those who 
find their jobs disappearing in 
mid-career, or who find that their 
children have difficulty finding 
familiar jobs in a great industry. 
Automation represents change, 
and the change that has come 
over America s telephone industry 
is drastic and continuous. Let’* 
look for a moment at some of 
these developments: 
In 1920. only 2 per cent of the 
Bell System’s telephones had been 
converted to dial. In 1960. 98 per 
cent of the Bell phones were con­ 
nected in one nationwide dial 
switching system.

cies of giant, leathery turtle come 
to this beach ever summer to lay 
their eggs. 
From the beginning of June 
they may he seen lumbering out 
of the sea and across the sand. in­ 
tent on choosing sites for their 
nests. 
These decided, they dig holes 
and with 
much 
sobbing 
a n d 
grunting and copious weeping, de­ 
posit .several hundred eggs, cover 
them with sand, and make for the 
sea again. Seven 
weeks 
later 
small patches of sand come mys­ 
teriously to life. the hatched baby 
turtles struggle to the surface, and 
instinctively start on their la­ 
borious trek down to the water 
This little miracle, performed 
every veer for millennia past on 
a single 14-acre stretch of coast in 
the Malayan state of Trennganu, 
has become a more hazardous 
performance than ever before 
However, for some time local

have

leasing 
stretches of the beach, digging up 
the eggs, and selling them fir 
about $3 a hundred 
It is estimated that 800,000 eggs 
may be laid in one year, but so

For Oral I acoine 


CLEVELAND (A P)-T he third 
and final round in the mass im­ 
munization of greater Cleveland 
ers against polio is scheduled this 
Sunday and July 29 when Type II 
Sabin oral vaccine will be distri- 
btited at 92 clinics throughout the 
area. The clinics will be open 
from noon to 6 p m. both Sundays 
The program to wipe out polio, 
the first in the country to be un­ 
dertaken or. such a large scale, 
has drawn the praise of Dr 
luther L. Terry, surgeon general 
of the United States. 
‘‘Within a few short months you 
have done a remarkable job,” 
T em ' said in a telegram to the 
Cleveland Academy of Medicine, 
sponsor of the project. ‘‘You have 
planned, organized and earned 
out a truly monumental campaign 
to wipe out poliomyelitis from 
your midst . . . . Yours is as fine 
an example of community action 
to promote better health as one 
could hope to see." 
The academy reported that 1,- 
529,548 persons, or 93.5 per cent 
of the Cuyahoga County popula 
tion received Type I vaccine in 
the first round of the program 
May 27 and June 3. Type III vac­ 
cine was taken by 1,520,064 per­ 
sons. or 92 9 per cent of the popu­ 
lation. on June 24 and July I, it 
added.

ANSWER: Most scientists believe thai birds developed from 
certain ancient reptiles, one of which we illustrate in the upper 
left. Apparently some of these creatures learned to climb 
trees and then began to glide from branch to Branch. To help 
in gliding, feathers began to sprout along the front legs and 
from both sides of the long tail. Several claws belonging to 
the front foot stood out from the feathers and were used to help 
the animal climb. These claws are shown in the drawing of 
Archaeopteryx, a reptile-like bird which we know about because 
of its fossil prints in the rocks of long ago. After the birds 
had developed real wings, they no longer needed climbing 
claws on the front leg and so modem birds don’t have them 
But in the young of an unusual South American bird. the 
Hoactzin, we find something remarkable, which reminds u-> of 
Archaeopteryx. The young Hoactzins, before learning to fly. 
climb around the trees, and they have claws on the ends of 
their wings to help them.
